Khaustov, aged about 30, was also 
ordered to serve two years of exile, 
probably in Siberia, after serving 
his camp sentence, the sources ad- 
ded, It was believed the trial was 
held in Orel to prevent his Moscow 
friends and foreign correspondents 
from gathering outside the court- 
room. 

Superfin, a historian, was once 
8 researcher for Alexander Solzhe- 
nitsyn, Russian Noble Prize winner 
forcibly banished to the West last 
month. According to the sources, he 
may have refused to cooperate with 
the prosecution at the trial in pro- 
test at the deportation of the Nobel 
laureate. It was not known if he 
himself would now be brought to 
trial. 

In Moscow, Sakharov and a group 


of dissidents claimed that Soviet au- 
thorities are planning to transfer 
writer Viadimir Bukovsky from a 
Ighour camp to Vladimir prison, 
where they believe he will die. In an 
effort to avert this “terrible crime," 
Sakharov add his friends issued an 
appeal to the West for support to 
prevent Bukovsky’: 8 move to Russia's 
strictest prison. 

And in an accompanying letter, 
Bukovsky's mother pleaded for West- 
ern help to save her son from the 
“physical extermination” that awaits 
him if he is returned to the in- 
famous prison. 

Both appeals said the police plan 
to move Bukovaky to Viadimir in 
“the nearest future.” The town of 
Viadimir is about 100 kilometres 
east of Moscow and is best known 
to tourists as a picturesque rell- 
gious centre. 

Arrested in 1971 and charged with 
anti-Soviet propaganda, Bukovsky 
was sentenced to two years in Vla- 
dimir, five years in a labour camp 
and five more years in Siberian 
exile, He was moved to a “political 
camp" in the Perm region last year 
after serving the two year prison 
term. 

Meanwhile, Yevgeny Yevtushenko, 
the poet who broke with conformity 
and backed Solzhenitsyn, has heen 
told to avoid ideological! controver- 
sy and act more responsibly. 

A meeting of the Moscow board 
of the Writers' Union last week 
urged writers to reflect Soviet rea- 
Uty and the heroic contribution of 
the workers, and at the same time 
it critielsed Yevtushenko. A report 
of the meeting published yesterday 
by the weekly “Literary Gazette” 
said three writers raised the ques- 
tion of Yevtushenko's behaviour. 
The meeting was told that he had 
failed to discern the right path in 
the ideological struggle.

New US. plan to give 
Soviet ‘favoured’ status 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
government has prepared a new 
plan in an attempt to overcome con- 
gresaional opposition to granting 
special trade status to the Soviet 
Union because of emigration restric- 
tions on Russian Jews. 

However, congressional sources 
hold out little prospect for the pro- 
posal, which US. officials say would 
give Congress a strong voice in 
granting Moscow credits and invest- 
Ment guarantees if a new trade 
bill extends “most favoured nation” 
treatment to Russia. 

According to one -administration 
official, Congress could use any cri- 
teria it wanted, including the prog- 
ress of Jewish emigration from Rus- 
sia, in εὐθεῖα, future commercial

no direct link between official Amer- 
ican policy and what the adminis- 
tration says is essentially a domes- 
εἰς Russian situation. - 

Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer, who feels passage of a trade 
bil containing special status ‘for 
Moscow was essential to improving 


relations with the Soviet Union, 
was expected to explain the new plan 
at a meeting last night with Sen. 
ἘΌΝ A. Jackson, who has led 
the senate opposition to the admi- 
nistration’s trade bill policy. 

The Senate Finance Committee is 
holding hearings on the trade bill 
this week. The secretaries of the 
Treasury, Commerce, Labour and 
Agriculture are witnesses. Kissinger 
goes before the committee tomorrow. 

The house-approved bill and the 
senate proposal include language 
banning most favoured nation sta- 
tus, ‘credits or investment guaran- 
tees to amy country seriously res- 
tricting the rights of Jews to leave. 

In addition to Kissinger's argu- 
ments for special trade status for 
Moscow —.which would give Rus- 
sia the same status most industria) 
countries enjoy — other adminis- 
tration officials say the U.S. stands 
to lose an important market. 

Last week, Nickolay Patolichev, 
Soviet Trade Minister, said that if 
denied most favoured nation status 
and credits his government would 
have to turn to other nations for 
trade, particularly Western Europe.
